CHAPTER 488

AN ACT to renumber 194.38 (5); and to amend 194.04 (1) (b) and (c) and 194.37 (3)
of the statutes, relating to filing fees for contract carriers and common motor carriers
and the duties of the public service commission and the motor vehicle department.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do e4aact as
follows:

SECTION 1. 194.04 (1) (b) and (c) of the statutes are amended to read:
194.04 (1) (b) Every application for a certificate shall be accompanied by a filing fee

of * * * $40. Every application for approval of an assignment or lease of a cer-
tificate or for an amendment to a certificate which shall involve establishing service at
any city or village incorporated or unincorporated shall be accompanied by a filing fee
of * * * $40. No fee shall be required for an application for abandonment of
service.

(c) Every application for a license or for approval of assignment or lease thereof
or for an amendment thereto shall be accompanied by a filing fee of * * t $25. Only
one fee shall be required when an application for assignment and application for amend-
ment are filed simultaneously by one applicant.

SECTION 2. 194.37 (3) of the statutes is amended to read:
194.37 (3) Applications for certificates, licenses, or amendments thereto, or approval

of assignments thereof shall be made on forms prescribed and furnished by the public
service commission * * *. The * * * commission shall determine whether a filing
fee is required and the amount thereof, shall collect the same, and deposit it in the state
treasury. * * *

SECTION 3. 194.38 (5) of the statutes is renumbered 194.37 (5).
